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Have now examia d the Progreſs of the 

Swediſh Armies in Germany and Po- 
1 land : I have, I think, <ffeQually 
ſhew?d, that the Meaſures taken by that 
Prince have all along ſhew'd, that the Pro- 
reftant Intereſt was not the main End of 
his Proceedings: That at leaſt a manifeſt 


Neglect of the ſaid Intereſt appear d in he 


- "ſeveral of his Act ion, and that even ia whac 
he attem for the Prote ant Caaſe, in 
one Pa r de riſqu'd in another, ex- 
poſing the whole Intereſt more than could 
confift with that Principle of Care and Con- 
cern for its Safety, which we have too for 
wardly aſerib d to him. 
This I have noted for the Admonition 
of thoſe whoſe Idol this Prince has of late 


been, and who to advance his Glory have 
been for giving up all Europe to bis Ma- 
nagement, as if GOD had Inſpired him 
to Reſtote the Kingdom of Chrift Jeſus 
in the World, and that the peculiar Iute- 
reſt and Advancement of His Church had 
lain next his Heart Alas, now Ting: 
ar with another Face ! and we find that 
inſtead of this, he has been prompted by an 
uobounded Ambition, a Spirit of Revenge 
and Impolitick Fury; He has been to Terms 
of Accommodatidn, howerer to his Ad - 


vantage, .everſe— Deaf to Offers of Peace 


is Maners Perſoual, iue xorable, implacable 
and terrible, of which the Execution of 
General Patkull, and the Ahandoning the 
ProteRion of his own People, are dreadful 
Inſtances —- 
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In gances — And at laſt when the Peace 
of Europe was id a manner laid ia bis, 
reach, when be could have ſecured for ever 
the Pruteſtant Religion and the Liberties 
of Chriſtendom, when the Ballance of 
Power, ſo long, fought for, was put into 
his Hand, be caſt off all the due Concern 
for it; He ſlighted the Entreatics ofthe 
Confederates, and their Application; to 
him for his Aſſi lande, and turning his 
Back upon them all, left them to fight on, 
and embrue their Hands in one auothers 
Blood; and all this to purſue aChimerical 
Conqueſt, attempted without rational Pro- 


ſpedts, and in which he-was &ccompanied. 


neither with bis Genetal's Advice or 
GOD's Bleſhng. A 

And nowiwe ſee whei it is ended; 
the gallanteſt Army on that fide the World 
is trod under - foot by Crowds; that rude 
undiſciplin'd Muſcovite triumphs over Swe- 
diſh Veterans; the King flies from the Ene- 
my he went ſo far to ſeek ; He is broken 
by the People he contemn'd, and he is 
forged, wounded, and forſaben, to ſeek his 
Safety among the Turi and Tartars. 

But now, having with too much Truth fore- 
told all theſe Miſchiefs to him, which l am 
far from. ttiumph ing over him in, give me 
leave a little to look forward, and enquire, 
what it is propable may be the Fate of 
Sweden in. the. Conſequence of this Vitto- 
ry, and what the reft of the Powers of 
Europe ought to do— And in this per- 
haps I may differ from the common Opi- 
nion as much as I did before; and tho* 
1ſh:u'd, yet I muft take the liberty to tell 
you my Opinion; let him that is of ano- 
ther Mind, anſwer it if he can. 

1 ſhall divide my Thovghts of this Af- 
fair into Two Parts; One reſpeAing the 
Perſon of the King of Sweden, and the 
Other reſpecting his Dominions; I mean 
the Country of Sweden it ſelf, and its De- 
pendencies. 

As to the K ing of Sweden bimſelf, 1 adore 
the infinite Wiſdom ofProvidence in hismoſt 
rigi:teous Government in the World, ho 
defeats the ambitious Deſigus of Men, 
cuts them ſhort in their unbounded Deſires, 
humbles their Greatneſs, and laughs at 
their proud projected Schemes of Dominion, 


wherein they affront him, and defie hi: 
Power, as if they could make Conquc ſts, 


deſtroy Nations, dethrone Monarchs, and 


carry all the World before them, whether 
the Sovereign Ruler of Kings determin'd 
it or no. This mighty Heroe, who would 
hear of, no Conditions; nor ſtoop to any 
Treaty, but reſolves to puniſh the Impu- 
dence of the Czar, as. tbey call d it; in in- 
vading his Dominions Id un 
flying like Clouds before the Wind, from the 
Fury of ibat Nation who were ſo little in bis 
Eye. 

Another obſeruation 1 cannot but make, 
Viz. That Men may puſh even a juſt Re- 
ſentment too far, and make themſelves the 
Objett of that Vengeance, they think they 
have the Rightof executing There 
is no doubt, bat that the King of Sweden 


had the juſteſt Ground of War, in his ficſt 


Attacks on the Muſcovite and the Pole, 
that any Prince in this Age ever had 
They wrongfully invaded what they had no 
juſt Claim to; they baſely attack'd him 
without declaring War agaiaſt him, with- 
out demanding any Satisfaction, or pre- 
tending any Injury; they took him at the 
Time of his Mioority, a young unexperi- 
enc'd Prince, under many Diſadvantages, 
and as they thought unable to defend him- 
felf againſt them they were three united 
Powers, the Dane, the Pole, the Muſcovite, 
againft the ſingle Swede In Defence 
of his invaded Right, GOD rais'd bim 
Friends ; the Engliſh and Dutch appear'd 
in his Behalf, oblig'd the, Dane to make 
Peace with him upon Terms to the Diſ- 
advantage of Denmark ; GOD.carry'd bim 
in Triumph over the Bellies of the Pdles 


and the Myſcovizes, in tworfamous Attiogs 


of Riga and Narva, and bleſs'd; his Arms 
to the Compleat Eambling both theſe 
Enemies, driving the King of Poland to 
beg a hard and very ſevere Peace, puſhing 
him quite out of Poland, and poſſ:(og 
Saxony almoſt to its entire Rui 

Tne Muſcouite he drove into his own Coun- 


- try, where he offer'd to make Peace with 


the Swede upon almoſt any Terms. 

Here without doubt he ought to have 
Rop'd 3; here all the Pretence of War end- 
ed; for here he might have ſettled Poland,

both the Maſtovite and the Saxos offering 
to on King S:4niſlauz here he migbt have 
ſecur'd his own Subjects, the Czar offering 
to quit all he had taken; here he might 
have eftabliſh'd his Honour, in obtaining 
all the Ends he could pretend to fight for. 
But all would nos do; he would go on to 
gratiſie bis Reſentment at the Auſcovite 
to-pleaſe his own Ambition, and purſue his 
Revenge; and here GOD forſook him; 
The Almighty Sovereign, who has ſaid 
Vengeance s MINE, affronted at his Ex- 
orbitance, has put a Hook into his Noftrils, 
add thrown him from the Top of all his 
Glory, to teach him and all Princes, that 
tho? they are permitted to do themſelves 
Right againſt the Oppreſſions of others, 
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yet he will mate the Wrath of Man praiſe 
bim, and tbe Xemainder thereof be will re- 
ſtrain ; that is, be will ſer Bounds to the 
Extravagancies of it. 

—And thus far for the King of Sweden's 
Diſafters : But is not the King of Sweden 
now a Memento Mori to the Northeru 
Princes, a good Admonition to them to ſet 
Bounds to their own Appetites, and not to 
let the Luft of Conqueit lead them on be- 
yond the Bounds of Juſtice, left he that 
bas for the preſent forſaken the Swede, 
ſhould for the ſame Error forſake them ? 
I hall repreſent it faithfully for them to 
confider of, let them make what Uſe of it 
they pleaſe. But of this bereafter,

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Long ſince thought the Clamour of Per- 
[ ſecution in the North of Britain had

How can this be 
called Perſecution in Scotland, and no Ver- 
ſecution in England? ä 

But tho' this has been demonſtrated 
over and over in England, and the Men, 
that Reaſon will ſatisfie, are ſatisfied: Yet 
ſuch are the barden'd Faces of the High 
Party, that, without Conſideration for Ar- 
gument, or Proof of Fa, they will go on
